Terible Explosion of Anger 

Labor leaders this morn’ ¢ address- 
ed an appeal to Premier Lioyd Georgs 
asking the lord mayor's release. The 
message was: ‘We are convinced that 
the government's treatment of the 
lord mayor has already seriously jeop- 
ardized the hope of,an early settle- 
ment of the Irish question on a basis 
of conciliation and appeasement, and 
has stained the name of Great Britain 
with dishonor in the eyes of the civil- 
ized world. By its persecution in 
prison of the lord mayor of Cork, the 
government has outraged public senti- 
‘nent everywhere and his death will 
bring about a terrible explosion of 
anger which can only lead to further 
bloodshed in Ireland.”

The culmination of the affair) 
throws out into relief the chrious 
inconsistency of the political 


i strike. The longshoremen were not 


content with quitting ‘their jobs; 
they demanded that others should 
not do the work they had aban-| 
doned, The strike was not a sym- 
pathetic one, intended only to ex- 
press agreement with the views of 
the Trish republicans, it was ag- 
gressive, and designed to dictate 
policy to the British Government, | 
acting with the presumed approval | 
of the people of Great Britain. 

It was an international applieca- 
gion of the principle of ‘‘direct 
action;’’ an attempt on the part of 
a small minority in one country to| 
dictate the policy of another, and 
a democratically governed, coun- 
try. And so concerned were the 
strikers about saving the Sinn 
Feiners from ‘‘coercion’’ that they 
denied their own fellow-country- | 
men the right to earn a living by! 
unloading British ships. | 

Whatever the longshoremen may | 
think of the British Government, 
they cannot claim that it has any | 
monopoly on the spirit of arbitra-! 
riness. They have a fair share of | 
that spirit themselves. 


Whatever | 
the British Government has done, | 
it has certainly not forbidden the! 
Sinn Feiner to earn an_ honest, 


living. 


The Crop and Business. 


Financiers tell us that the har-| 
vesting of the crop will not make 
‘‘easier’’ money available for busi-| 
ness loans. Rather the contrary. 
So much money will be required to 
finance the movement of the grain | 
that general busines will have to} 
get along as best it can during the | 
winter. | 

That does not mean, however, | 
that the money of the country is! 
being withdrawn from _ business, 
nor that business will not be stim 
ulated, immensely and almost im- 
mediately, by reason of the crop. | 
At the first stage of the grain | 
movement the money which the! 
banks have been gathering in and 
are holding onto will go in large 
part into the hands of the farm- 
ers, And from the farmers it will, 
pass from day to day into the 
cirele of trade which carries it | 
around the whole business eommnu- | 
nity. It will come to the merchant 
not as a loan from the bank but} 
in payment for goods. 

This, of course, means that there 
cannot ‘be the immediate business | 
expansion that would oceur if the | 
banks were looking for  business| 
loans besides having plenty of | 
money on hand to finance the 
erop. It may mean that a good 
inany merchants will have to eur- | 
tail their expectations, if not their 
operations, But against that is the 
advantage that what the merchant 
has to sell he should be able to 
sell readily and for eash. If the 
tendency is to restriet expansion, 


it should also be to stablize and 
consolidate.

The Blue Bur or Stickweed occurs

With the opening of the university | 
the firet of mext month, the depart 
nent of education ts wondering where 
ley are going to get their supply of 
eachers to fill the schools that are 
now being manned by university stu 
flents. Salaries in these achools range 
from $1,100 to $1,400 and for at least 
five schools principals are needed and 
the salaries attached are considerably 
greater than those mentioned 

In many cases residences are in 
cluded in the offer It is estimated 
that there are between two and three 
hundred university students teaching 
now and all of these schools will be 
without teachers with the opening of 
the university term. 

The outlook for the future is bet 
ter, however, than ever before, for 
th are more students at the Normal 


then at the beginning of any 
evious Normal term.
